“It’s killing me, but I think 
I’m in the best shape I’ve 
ever been,” says Pillitteri.

Terry Fox didn't get to finish his 
run. He never did reach the Pacific 
Ocean on a sunny day. But he has 
achieved his fundraising goal many 

Through his spirit, and in his mem¬ 
ory, his Marathon of Hope has raised 
$23.5 million in Canada - more than 
$650 million around the world - and 
funded research that saves lives. 

Statistics show survival rates have 
increased in the last two decades. But 
those who have survived, those who 
were given a fighting chance thanks to 
research funded by the Terry Fox 
Foundation, are not statistics. They are 
our mothers and fathers, sometimes 
our children, people who are loved. 

If we didn’t have the chance to see 
this remarkable, strong and deter¬ 
mined young man as he hopped along 
lonely highways in 1980, struggling to 


complete his marathon each day, 
we’ve certainly seen him on TV. We 
won’t forget that sight, or the news, 
first that he couldn’t finish, and then 
that the disease that motivated him to 
stop others suffering had taken his 
life. 

And so, inspired by his courage and 
honouring his legacy, we remember 
him every September, and walk, run or 
cycle, pledge others if we can’t, know¬ 
ing always that it is so litde to do for 
someone who has done so much for 
others, not just at home but around 
the world.

By ignoring court Catholic schools hasten march to extinction 


You have to give Catholic 
school boards in Ontario 
props for being consistent. 
You know, in the same way 
that Wile E. Coyote is con¬ 
sistent, no matter how many 
times he falls off that cliff or 
runs headlong into a stone 
wall, he still gets up and 
tries to eat that bird. 

But in as much as titling 
at windmills can be admi¬ 
rable, there does come a 
point when Quixotic behav¬ 
ior simply results in taking 
giant fan blades to the face. 

By way of a for instance, 
consider the case of 
Peterborough teacher Paul 
Blake, recendy disciplined 
by the Catholic high school 
he taught at because he told 
his students about a Ontario 
Superior Court ruling stat¬ 
ing Catholic schools — as 
publicly funded institutions 
— cannot force students to 
take religious studies. 

Catholic schools are

increasingly under pressure 
to wake up and join the 21st 
century. Kept alive by the 
dusty British North America 
Act, they are rapidly losing 
relevance and keep ending 
up on the wrong side of 
high profile issues. 

A growing number of 
parents, whose children go 
to a Catholic school largely 
because it is the closest, or 


only, public school within 
reach, don’t want their chil¬ 
dren taking Catholic dogma 
classes. They understand¬ 
ably would rather their kids 
stayed focused on academ- 

Catholic school boards, 
as you might expect, don’t 
agree. 

In April, the courts told 
the schools students can be 
exempt if their parents wish 
it. 

The Catholic boards 
reacted by jumping into 
bed, pulling their blankets 
over their heads and pre¬ 
tended the court ruling 
doesn't exist. 

They’re trying to get 
around the court ruling by 
using a half-baked argu¬ 
ment that if you selected to 
support Catholic schools 
on your property taxes, you 
cannot exempt your kid 
from religious classes. 

Apparently, they forgot 


the old system of paying for 
separate schools through 
property taxes died in 1980. 

Catholic schools are paid 
for by the Ministry of 
Education using general tax 
revenues. Which is why the 
argument "If you don’t want 
to attend Catholic classes, 
don’t go to a Catholic 
school,” is a completely 
impotent one. If these 
schools were privately 
funded, like every other 
sectarian school in Ontario, 
that argument would work. 
But they are not. Hence the 

No one is saying they 
cannot have their religion 
classes, they just cannot 
force students to take them. 
Such is the price of accept¬ 
ing public dollars. 

Parents are up in arms 
and waiting for Liz Sandals, 
our timid minister of edu¬ 
cation, to do something. So 
far she has refused to dis¬ 


cuss the issue with the 

All of which brings us 
back to back to Mr. Blake. 
Given the court ruling and 
the number of news stories 
about it, he thought it pru¬ 
dent to discuss the issue 
with his students. When he 
asked his principal how he 
ought to approach it, he was 
told never to discuss it. 

Because, you know, the 
best and most responsible 
way to handle things is to 
pretend they aren’t hap¬ 
pening. 

Blake was laid off as a 
“surplus" teacher a few 
weeks later and, since he 
was being let go, decided to 
tell the students about the 
ruling. He promptly 
received a formal disciplin¬ 
ary letter because he 
“undermined the vision 
and mission of the board." 

He has since found work 
in England. 


The Blake affair is a 
mess: school boards defy¬ 
ing the courts, a teacher 
being told to mislead stu¬ 
dents by omission, and a 
government refusing to step 
up and do what must be 

If Catholics school 
boards have any hope of 
remaining relevant they 
have to realize their exis¬ 
tence is not assured. The 
BNA Act allows for them, 
but it is not a guaranteed 
right like freedom of speech. 
It’s been changed elsewhere 
in Canada, and can be 
changed here. 

At some point, they are 
going to have to realize the 
days of separate schools 
being treated with kid 
gloves are over and if they 
continue down this sort of 
road, they will not protect 
their school boards but 
push them closer to extinc-

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Councillors call for list of complaints to town about jet boat tours

Niagara-on-the-Lake 
town councillors want a 
staff report on violations of 
the terms of the lease 
signed with Whirlpool Jet 
Boat Tours for use of the 
Melville St. dock over the 
past year. 

Coun. Jamie King said 
the town has received com¬ 
plaints over the summer 
about parking and noise 
from the tourist operation 
and there is clear evidence 
of infractions provided by 
residents and town enforce¬ 
ment staff. 

“We're sick of it,” said 


King, who wondered what 
the process would be for 
the 10-year lease, signed in 
September, 2012, to come 
back to council for review. 
"I want to see the lease suc¬ 
ceed, but we’ve had some 
bumps in the road." 

Chief administrative 
officer Mike Galloway said 
the lease is posted on the 
town’s website, but corre¬ 
spondence he has sent 
councillors concerning 
infractions is confidential. 
He said that because it is a 
binding agreementbetween 
the two parties, the Jet boat 
company could appeal a 
town decision to the 
courts. 

"We don’t want this 


information to jeopardize 
(potential) court proceed¬ 
ings,” said Galloway. 

He said there are some 
enforcement provisions 
where the town could 
revoke the lease after the 
third offence. 

“Council is in full con¬ 
trol of that lease," he said, 
but suggested that legal 
advice be sought before 
councillors took any action 
regarding the lease. 

A motion by Coun. 
Martin Mazza was approved 
that Galloway provide a 
confidential report to coun¬ 
cil regarding the lease with 
the Jet boat company over 
the past year, including any 
infractions witnessed by 
town enforcement staff. 

Galloway will also recir¬ 
culate all correspondence 
he has written to council¬ 
lors over the past 12 months 
about the operation. The 
agreement between the 
town and the jet boat com¬ 
pany contains a clause that 
if there is a breach of the 
terms of the agreement, the 
town could revoke the 
license. An escape clause 
also allows either party to 
give the other side two 
years notice to opt out of 
the deal with no financial 
penalty.

Lepp hopes to earn 
seat at regional council

Dave Lepp was only about 200 
votes away from a seat on regional 
council when he faced off against Gary 
Burroughs in 2010. 

He ended up making his way back 
for another term, but it wasn't the way 
he had hoped—Lepp was appointed to 
represent Niagara-on-the-Lake as a 
result of the vacancy created when 
Burroughs was voted regional chair. 

The two will square off for the seat 
again in October. 

Lepp has extensive experience in 
local politics, having served on the 
NOTL town council from 1983 to 2003. 
He has served on regional council 
since 2006. 

It’s always a difficult decision when 
contemplating politics, he said, but 
this time his choice to run again was 
made easier by what he sees as a new 
direction at the region—a direction he 
likes. 

A year or so ago, he would have said 
“no way” to another term, he said, but 
then he was asked to be part of a selec¬ 
tion committee for a new regional 
CAO. The process of selecting a leader

The current direction at the region 
is to ask municipalities what works 
best with them, both at the elected and 
staff level, says Lepp.

“The staff is being asked to work 
as a team now. Everyone knows 
where they’re going and what they’re 
doing, with a goal of making things 
seamless. That’s what I want to see. 
It’s a great atmosphere for getting 
things done.” 

Regional issues that will affect 
NOTL in the next term are road 
repairs, transportation and policing, 
said Lepp. 

There are some regional roads in 
NOTL, including Lakeshore and York 
Rd., which are a real problem and 
need to be addressed sooner rather 
than later, he said. He’d also like to 
see the Lakeshore Rd. portion of the 
bike trail completed. 

Lepp says he supported the 
regional pilot project for public tran¬ 
sit, and now, with GO service expect¬ 
ed to be expanded, the need for 
transportation is essential. 

“It’s important that residents have 
a transit network that works, that gets 
them back and forth,” he says. 

Policing costs for small munici¬ 
palities such as NOTL are “ridicu¬ 
lous," says Lepp, and changing that is 
a priority. 

“We all understand that we have 
to have policing, but now that we 
have the backing of AMO (the 
Association of Municipalities of 
Ontario ) in looking at alternatives for 
billing, we need to push with the 
province. I’d like to see policing costs 
based on residents sharing equally, 
the same way we charge for garbage 
- not based on assessment. That will 
be a hard sell. We’ve already ruffled 
some feathers, but we have to keep 
pushing." 

Lepp says he still feels the greatest 
sense of pride in politics when he’s 
helped someone. 

“When you have the opportunity 
to help people with issues such as 
flooding or pot holes on their street, 
you feel like you are really accom¬ 
plishing something, and it’s worth 
the effort of being there." 

Other candidates to throw their 
hat into the ring for the Oct. 27 elec¬ 
tion are Pat Darte and Dave Eke for 
lord mayor, and Bill Auchterlonie, 
Maria Bau-Coote, Bill Cowie, Dennis 
Dick, Betty Disero, Don MacDougall, 
Martin Mazza, Paolo Miele, Kenn 
Moody Sandra O’Connor, and Gary 
Zalepa Jr. for council. Gary Burroughs 
has also registered to run for regional 
councillor representing NOTL.

Dennis Dick isn’t done 
with politics yet

Dennis Dick is running for a sev¬ 
enth term on council. 

After more than 20 years as a munic¬ 
ipal politician—and one term when he 
sat out, having lost his seat—he believes 
a combination of new blood and fresh 
ideas with some experienced repre¬ 
sentatives makes for the best mix at the 
council table. 

He also believes in the democratic 
process—if voters want him back, he 
would like to serve another term, but if 
they think it’s time for him to go, they’ll 
let him know, and he’ll be fine with 
that too, he says. 

“It’s up to the voters to decide 
whether you’re doing what is impor¬ 
tant to them, or whether you’re not 
touching the right nerve. People know 
what's important to me. If that doesn’t 
touch them, they won’t vote for me, 
they’ll vote for someone else, and that’s 
the way it should be.” 

"I’d like another term. I still have 
lots to do, I still have some hopes, 
dreams andvisions for makingNiagara- 
on-the-Lake and even better place to 
live." 

He also enjoys the debate at the 
council table. Although many issues 
get rubber-stamped without discus¬ 
sion, whether is a need for debate, he 
likes to wade in and say what’s on his 

He won’t speak just to hear himself 
talk, he says, but if he thinks he has a 
different perspective to bring to an 
issue that merits debate, he loves to be 
part of it. 

“As long as we’re all debating we’ll 
get all the right information out, and 
that’s when right decisions get made.” 

Most people, he says, “I think would 
say I have common sense. When I 
speak to an issue, I endeavor not to get 
emotional, I just tell things the way I 

Each council term, the dynamics 
change according to who is sitting at 
the table, and the last one, he said, was 
the best in years. 

In a perfect scenario, he adds, there 
would be four new councillors and 
four bringing experience to the table, 
but this past term, while that wasn’t 
the case, there was one person from 
each of the geographical neighbor¬ 
hoods of NOTL. 

Dick says he’s excited to be able to 
address the issue of the high cost of 
policing for NOTL and some other 
municipalities, now that the province 
is endorsing a new model of billing for 
the OPP.

"If we could do something similar at 
the region, it would save NOTL about 
$4 million a year. We have to put pres¬ 
sure on the region to look at that and 
hopefully accept that billing model.” 

He would also like to see the munic¬ 
ipality look at accelerating its replace¬ 
ment of cast iron and concrete water- 
mains, as well as looking at installing 
more watermains in rural areas so that 
rural residents can have municipal 
water, he says. And he’d like to see not 
only hydro lines buried in the Old 
Town, but telephone and cable as well, 
to get rid of unsightly poles and elimi¬ 
nate the need to "butcher” beautiful 
old trees by trimming them to accom¬ 
modate wires - in all urban neighbor¬ 
hoods, eventually. 

“That’s an expensive undertaking, 
but I want to see us working away at 

Road safety remains a challenge, 
and Dick says he’s concerned about 
the growing number of wine tour 
cyclists. He’d like to see a plan to 
replace tar-and-chip rural roads with 
pavement and bike lanes. That too will 
be expensive, but should be a priority,

Rayburn Blake, like 
Clavier an ex-Montrealer 
now living in NOTL, was the 
guitar player for 
Mashmakhan, a Canadian 
band best known for a 
catchy radio hit As The Years 
Go By, which reached gold 
record status in the early 
'70s. 

Since then, Blake has 
played with the Lisa Hartt, 
Band, took some time off 
touring and performing, and 
is now living in Chautauqua, 
teaching guitar and playing 
when he's invited. 

He moved from Toronto 
about a year ago and is set¬ 
tling into the local music 
scene. He calls his style 
these days easy jazz, but 
says over the years he has 
teamed to feel comfortable 
in most musical genres. 

After meeting Clavier at a
